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REMARKS 

No claims having been canceled and no claims having been added, the Applicant contends 
that claims 1-22 remain pending and properly under consideration in this application. 

Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner has requested an election under 35 U.S.C. § 121 among various inventions 
identified in the originally filed claims of the application, the claim groups and inventions being 
identified as: 

Group I Claims 1-6 and 8-12, drawn to a technical feature of a drug that comprises 
a hollow nanoparticle containing a particle-forming protein; and 

Group II Claims 7 and 13-22, drawn to a drawn to a technical feature of a method 
of treating a disease through administration of the drug set forth in 
Group I. 

Applicant's Election 

In response to this restriction requirement, the Applicant elects, without traverse, the 
invention of claims 1-6 and 8-12 (the claims of Group I) drawn to a drug that comprises a hollow 
nanoparticle containing a particle-forming protein.
